His Sole Comment on the Call for the 
Anarchist Convention. 

Of the speech of Lucy Parsons and others 
and the call of the Anarchists for the conven- 
tion here in September Mayor Harrison has 
nothing to say. Asked his opinion of the 
speeches made Sunday and the call for a con- 
vention he said: I won't talk of this tom- 
foolery.“ 

Acting Chief of Police Brennan is a bit 
more talkative on the subject of anarchy, 
though he weighs his words carefully before 
saying anything. The police are watching 
these people as carefully as they ever have 
done,” he said.

NATIONAL BUREAU OF INFORMATION. 


Plan for the Aid of Unemployed in Secur- 
ing Work. 

The plan presented by the Organization 
committee of the Trade and Labor Assembly 
to open a bureau of information was widely 
discussed yesterday, It is proposed to opena 
national bureau in Washington under the 
management of the American Federation of 
Labor, of which the bureaus in the cities will 
be branches. Letters were sent but yester- 
day by the Trade and Labor Assembly com- 
mittee to Samuel Gompers, President of the 
American Federation of Labor, asking him to 
request at once all central labor bodies to 
hold special meetings, appoint secretaries, 
and open headquarters where all unemployed 
may go and register. Each of these local bu- 
reaus will notify the nationai bureau at Wash- 
ington daily as to registration. The national 
bureau will lay daily the compiled report of 
the whole Nation before the Labor commit- 
tee of Congressand the President’s Cabinet. 

Contemporaneous with this there will be 
the introduction before Congress of a bill 
authorizing an issue of $50,000,000 of 
bonds known as colonization bonds, the en- 
actment of national legislation to throw open 
to the peopleall unoccupied public territories 
and free transportation to the same with 
maintenance by the government of all who 
desire to accept the opportunity offered until 
such time as the colonists succeed in making

There were two collisions of the idle men 
in Packingtown yesterday morning and twice 
a riot seemed imminent. Fred Goepker got 
in conflict with the police and was hammered 
so severely with the clubs in the hands of the 
officers that he was covered to his feet with 
blood that streamed from three great gashes 
in his head. 8 

Two factions of idle Poles collided in an- 
other part of the yards and one man was car- 
ried to his home on account of the injuries 
recéived. 

A special detail of police from the Nine- 
teenth Precinct patrolled the yards from 6 
o’clock until 9 to prevent disturbances among 
the labor-seekers who thronged the avenues 
and alleys about the packing-houses. While 
Officers Daly and Casey of the special detail 
of city police were patrolling the vicinity of 
the Libby and Swift packing-houses a group

of men gathered at the east end of Packers 
avenue, which lies between the two 
houses. The men were ordered to move 
on, as it was after 7 o’clock when 
work was commenced. The men began mov- 
ing away in different directions. Fred Goep- 
ker, who lives at No. 3538 Lincoln street, a 
brawny young German, started down Pack- 
ersavenue. The officers called to him to re- 
turn, but he kept on. Officer Daly ran after 
him and caught him by the arm and stopped 
him. Pointing back in the direction froin 
which he had come, the officer told him again 
to move on. Goepker answered in Germai, 
saying he did not understand English. Officer 
Daly then gave him a shove, and Goepke 
struck him on the cheek. The officer then 
dealt him a blow on the head. 

Goepker cried to the crowd, who stood 
about the head of the avenue, a hundred feet

Come on, fellows, and help me.“ 

Officer Casey ran to the scene just then and 
dealt a terrific blow to Goepker, who still re- 
sisted. The club cut a deep gash from which 
the blood spurted on the officer’s face and 
blouse, laying bare the prisoner’s skull. 
Goepker threw up hishand. Officer Daly 
seized it and struck him again, cutting an- 
other furrow in his scalp, from which a fresh 
flow of blood streamed down. Still grappling 
with the officers Goepker was pushed back to 
the sidewalk, on which he tripped and fell. 
There he lay. Officer Daly stood guard over 
him while Officer Casey pulled the box. 

Crowd Begins to Murmur. 

The crowd began to collect, and soon the 
g venue was thronged. At the sight of the 
wounded man the mob began to murmur. It 
was a harrowing spectacle as Goepker arose 
to a sitting posture, the blood streaming down 
over his face, filling his shirt front and form- 
ing a great pool on the sidewalk. As the 
crowd increased their i 
grew louder. 
came to the forniing 
a cordon around the prisoner they faced the 
mob, There were not many resolute faces 
among the latent rioters and no one took the 
lead, The police kept looking anxiously in 
the direction from which they expected the 
wagon, as any moment the mob might be 
reinforced by men who would move them to 
violence, The wait was not long, but the 
minutes dragged heavily till the clanging of 
the gong was heard and the wagon dashed 
into the crowd with a squad of police. 
Goepker was hustled into it and with hardly 
a halt it was turned around and dashed away 
as quickly as it came. The mob yelled and 
hooted and hissed as the wagon turned away; 
then 1t dispersed. 

Officer Daly told his story to a reporter for 
Tus Tao, saying: “I saw a crowd at the 
head of Packers avenue here and ordered 
them to move away, as it was nearly half-past 
7 and all the men who were needed had been 
employed by that time. This man here,“ 
he said, pointing to Goepker, who was still 
recumbent on the sidewalk, started down 
the avenue. I called to him to come back and 
go away from these houses, and, 
taking him by the arm, told him 
to go back. He said in German 
that he could not understand English. 
Then I told him in German to go, but he was 
stubborn, so I gave him a shove. At that he 
struck me in the face, as you can see by my 
cheek, and I struck him. He then yelled in 
English for the crowd to come to his assist- 
ance, and Officer Casey came to help me.“ 

As Officer Daly was speaking to the reporter 
Goepker arose to his feet and, sobbing, tried 
to con his story in German and broken En- 
glish. 

They struck me without cause, he said. 

John Buckley, who runs the passenger ele- 
wae for Swift & Co., saw the assault. He 
said : 

“* Officer Casey struck the man first, with his 
hand. Then Officer Daly rushed at him and 
struck him. They both then clubbed him, 
but did not strike him after he was down.“ 

William Lynch, No. 3258 Emerald avenue; 
Philip Riley, No. 3459 Lawrence avenue, and 
Patrick Cosgrove, No. 4222 Ashland avenue, 
were in the crowd who were called upon for 
assistance by Goepker. They denounced the 
assault as brutal and unprovoked.

THREATENED PACKING HOUSE STRIKE 


Cut in Wages at Kansas City Likely to 
Lead to a Tie-Up. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Aug. 21.—What may re- 
sult in a strike of sufficient magnitude to tie 
up for a time three of Kansas City’s big pack- 
ing houses was begun this morning as a re- 
sult of an effort to reduce wages 10 per cent 
in some of the departments. Some of the 
butchers and all the machinists are affected 
by the cut. At Swift & Co.’s sixteen butchers, 
fifty helpers, and eighteen steamfitters re- 
fused to go to work this morning at the re- 
duced scale, Superintendent C. O. Young 
went himself into the killing beds, and with 
the help of the bosses who remained managed 
to slaughter twenty-five cattle during the day. 

At Schwartzchild & Sulzberger’s everybody 
accepted the reduction but the butchers. They 
agreed, however, to kill the export cattle in 
the pens and worked today, but will refuse to 
do so tomorrow unless wages are restored. 

At Armour’s the steamfitters and machinists 
are out, and it is claimed that the butchers 
will join them tomorrow, although the man- 
agement denies this. The butchers are not 
affected by the cut, but the strike at the other 
houses may make it necessary for Armour’s 
to put the same schedule into effect.

Opening Mills Met with Crowds Secking 
Employment=Outlook Improving. 

Prrrepure, Pa., Aug. 21.—[Special.]—At 
the Black Diamond steel works today the 
rush was so great for jobs that several men

The new 26-inch mill 
was put in operation for the first 
time. A large number of  unem- 
ployed new men sought work. 
The National tube works of McKeesport 
started in partial operation, Both turns will 
be given work next Monday. The United 
States Iron and Tin company’s plant at Demm- 
ler started eight departments giving work 
to 300 people. Shoenberger’s big plate mill 
was opened this morning. About fifty addi- 
tional men were taken on. Machinists were 
put to work at Oliver & Roberts’ wire mill 
this morning. Several other mills and glass 
factories are making preparations to start, 
and altogether @ much brighter feeling exists 
in Pittsburg than has for a month.

They Surround a Belt of Woods in Quest 
of a Human Fiend. 

Oaxuanp, III., Aug. 21.—[Special.}—A big 
belt of timber near Bushy Fork, six miles 
from here, is surrounded by 250 farmers, who 
are in hot pursuit of Lou G. Meyers, charged 
with assault. If Meyers is — will be 
lynched.

Meyers in turn fired at the posse, 
slightly wounding one of the citizens. Satur- 
day night the little girl whom he had whipped 
through fear carried to him a basket of pro- 
visions. A determined effort will be made to 
capture the brute. Meyers is a desperate 
character. He has only been out of the peni- 
tentiary a year. There is over 1,000 acres of 
woods where he is now hiding. There is also 
a big swamp in these woods.

TO MAKE ILLINOIS DAY MEMORABLE. 


Speeches Will Be Barred, but Processions 
and Fireworks Will Abound. 


There will be no speeches Thursday when 
the Illinois Day will be celebrated. The 
thousands of people who it is expected will 
visit the Exposition on that day will find so 
much to entertain them that they will be in no 


mood to listen to speechmaking. 

The commission has practically completed 
arrangements for a procession of all the in- 
habitants of the Midway, which win pass the 
Illinois State Building at 9:30 o’clock in the 
morning.

For the evening there will be a display of 
fireworks, which perhaps will surpass that 
which made the Fourth of July so memora- 
ble. The Exposition company has postponed 
its regular night display until Thursday, and 
the Lilinois State Commission has appropri- 
ated $1,500 for the purpose of adding to the 
brilliancy.

MR. WHITE OF NEW MEXICO IS OUT.

National Commission Installs His Successor 
Mr. Burton on the Vouchers. 

Richard Mansfield White is an ex-National 
World’s Fair Commissioner from New Mex- 
ico. He was made go yesterday in something 
less than three minutes, Mr. White was re- 
moved by President Cleveland in the early 
part of July. The charges preferred by the 
Governor of New Mexico were to the effect 
that Mr. White was a disturber of public 
business. Until New Mexico changed its 
World's Fair Territorial] bill Mr. White was an 
ex- officio member of the Territorial board. 
He seems to have been as vigorous there as he 
has been in the National Commission and 
persona non grata to the members. 

The immediate cause of the decapitation 
yesterday was a letter from Acting Secretary 
Curtis of the Treasury Department. Under 
date of Aug. 19, 1893, Mr. Curtis wrote that 
he had referred the controversy between. Mr. 
White and John M. Webster, who was ap- 
pointed to succeed him, to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, The Attorney-General gave it as his 
opinion that Mr. Webster was legally ap- 
pointed.“ Mr. Curtis said: . 

In view of the opinion of the Attorney-General 
the voucher transmitted by yon in favor of Rich- 
ard Mansfield White is respectfully returned to 
you without my approval. I also return herewith 
the uncertified voucher in favor of J. M. Webster, 
transmit to this office with your communica- 
tion of Aug. 2. 

The foregoing was addressed to Secretary 
John T. Dickinson of the National Commis- 
sion. When the communication was read be- 
fore the commission there was a dead silence. 
Mr. Webster has been in attendance at the 
meeti of the commission sinee the Ist of 
July. o was not recognized as a Commis- 
sioner because some of the members thought 
the Treasury Departinent should pass upon 
the appointment by either approving or dis- 
approving vouchers for Mr. White’s services, 
Commissioner Hundley moved that Mr. Web- 
ster’s claim be placed on the roll. Commis- 
sioner Tousley of Minnesota seconded the 
motion. Several members made short 
speeches, and finally Mr. Webster asked that 
his name be recorded. is was done at 
once, and then ex-Commissioner White was 
permitted to enter his protest. He was further 
granted the privilege of the floor of the com- 
mission during the present session. No fur- 
ther speeches were made, but almost every 
Commissioner sympathized with Mr: White, 
who, although his speeches have been pro- 
longed and vociferous, was reported to be 
honest and conscientious. 

The National Commission came within 
eight votes of 3 yesterday. There 
was nota quorum at the session, and when 
some one moved to take a recess until today 
Commissioner Burton made his usual amend- 
ment to take a recess until Sept. 3. Commis- 
sioner Williams of Tennessee wanted a re- 
cess taken until the first Wednesday in Oc- 
tober, the legally appointed time for the next 
meeting. It looked as though the motion 
would carry until the roll call was half 
finished, when the all-summer Commissioners 
rallied and the motion was defeated by a vote 
of 27 to 20. In the course of the debate on 
the motion Commissioner Burton said: 

I have been studying the communication from 
the Secretary of the Treasury relative to the pay- 
ment of vouchers. The meat of the communica- 
tion seems to be that he will not pay vouchers for 
expenses incurred unless the Commissioner is 
necessarily absent from home on business of the 
commission. When I think of our daily record 
of no quorum to attend to business I could not 
swear to a lie by saying I was necessarily absent 
from home, Consequently, until we do some- 
thing, I shall serve without pay. 

Commissioner St. Clair warned the mem- 
bers that if they staid here continuously from 
now on they would not have money enough 
left to wind up the affairs of the commission 
and present the report called for in the act of 
Congress. But the all-summer session Com- 
Missioners won out, 

Director-General Davis asked the commis- 
sion for an appropriation of $3,000 to illus- 
trate the report of the World’s Fair which he 
will make to the President of the United 
States. The request was referred to the Audit 
ing committee.

who established a branch office in 


Mortgage company 

with a capital of $150,000, which began 
business successfully. Up to this time Don- 
aldson was honest and successful, and 
marked abilities and smooth tongue carried 
every thing before him, but the bottom began 
to drop out of the Kansas boom, and that 
started his troubles. But he never lost his 
nerve. He got his eastern backers to help 
him organize banks to relieve the situation. 
The Union Banking company, capital $250,- 
000, was started, and with its money the Firat 
National Bank of Marion was bought, and 
the Union Banking company of Greensburg, 
Kas., Union Banking company of Jetmore, 
Kas., Union Banking company of Holt, Kas., 
were organized as branches of the First Na- 
tional of Marion. 

But this scheme failed. His business be- 
gan to dwindle, So he went to Sioux City, 
organized the Union Trust company in the 
latter part of 1888 with an authorized capi- 
tal of $1,000,000, paid up $600,000, with 
Hosmer as President and himself Secretary. 
This company succeeded to all the assets and 
liabilities of the Kansas concerns. In con- 
nection with this company the following Iowa 
banks were organized:

So he moved here and organ- 
ized his cattle company intoa branch of the 
Union Trust 7 n he began to 
plunder. Two of owa banks were sold, 
and an attempt was made to sell the others, 
but the financial stringency stopped him 


Thereupon ‘he laid hands on all the assets 


of all the banks and the trust company and 
disposed of them. Within the last ninety 
days all of the banks and the trust company 
have gone into receivers’ hands. James 
Doughty of Sioux City was appointed receiver 
for the trust company and the Iowa banks 
about June 28. : 

In July the First National Bank of Marion 
was closed and Special Bank Examiner W. A. 
Latimer took ——- last Tuesday. The same 
day Donaldson fled. The examiner says he is 
$24,000 short at that bank. Donaldson is 
about 38 years old. He is of a slender build, 
has a heavy mustache and always 
wears eyeglasses, e was last seen, so far as

umphant in spite of the combined efforts of 
Anarchists and Socialists. Many of the old ob- 
structionists and fire-eaters, like Clemenceau 


and Cassagnac, have been defeated signally 


‘and moderate men have taken their places. 
The outcome is a most gratifying one for 
those who wish well to France. It shows that 
the republic is grounded in the hearts of the 
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Tun awards of the jury in the Art Depart-

vians, is considered. The only consolatieg in 
the premises is the possibility that had not the 
jury acted independently of the J ohn Boyd 
Thacher rules the result might have been in- 
finitely worse. We may add that the names 
of a considerable number of prize-winners do 
not appear at all in that marvel of inaccuracy, 
bungling arrangement, and hodge-podge, the 
art catalogue. 


? SPEAKER CRISP’S COMMITTEES. 

The Speaker made public yesterday the 
names of the members of committees. It ap- 
pears that what the newspapers predicted has 
Dome to pass, and that Mr. Springer will not 
be at the head of the great Committee on 
Ways and Means, nor Objector ” Holman 
of that on Appropriation. Wilson of West 
Virginia gets the former and Sayers of Texas 
the latter. 

There is no reason why Mr. Springer should 
be dissatisfied with what has been done. The 
Chairman of the Committee on Ways and 
Means will not sleep on a bed of roses during 
this Congress. He will have to revise the 
tariff on the free trade lines of the Democratic 
platform, and he will have todo it while the 
country is either ina panic or slowly recov- 
ering from one. He will meet with lively op- 
position from Republican members and from 
many men in his own party. The man for 
the place is one who is physically in perfect 
condition, while Mr. Springer broke down in 
the last Congress, and who is as radically free 
trade as the Democratic platform. Mr. Wilson 
is both those and is a pugnacious fighter on the 
floor of the House, 

Were Mr. Springer the Chairman he would 
have to do a great deal of hard work, and if 
anything went wrong he would be roundly 
abused and held responsible for it. He hag 
been placed at the head of the important Com- 
mittee of Banking and Currency. He will 
have plenty of work to do there and will have 
an opportunity to make a record for himeelf. 
While Bland is retained at the head of Coin- 
age, Weights, and Measures, bilis like the 
Voorhees one to increase the national bank 
circulation will not go to him but to Mr. 
Springer, who is a safer man, standing as he 
does on the honest monéy plank of the Demo- 
cratic platform, which Bland does not. 

Holman is taken off Appropriations, where 
he has been too long, and put at the head of 
Indian Affairs. That may be rough on the 
Indians, but it will be a benefit to the public 
service. Holman has been one of those econ- 
omists who always do their saving in the 
wrong place. He has never ¢ut down an ap- 
propriataon without injury to the depart- 
ment he hacked and hewed at. He 
let the jobs and extravagant ex- 
penditures slip past him and made 
cuts which necessitated deficiency bills a ses- 
sion later. Holman has some of the unpleas- 
ant qualities of the Indian, and it may be that 
he will take kindly to his new position. His 
successor, Sayers, has been in Congress for 
eight years, and has served on the Appropria- 
tions committee. He cannot be worse than 
Holman, and the belief is he will be better. 

Illinois, with eleven Democrats, gets four 
Chairmanships. Fithian was put at the head 
of Merchant Marine and Fisheries, Forman of 
Militia, and McGann of Chicago of Labor. 
Four of the eleven are new men and of 
course had no claims, McGann is lucky, be- 
cause both Williams and Lane have served 
longer than he has. On the whole the dele- 
gation did pretty wellat the hands of the 
Southern Speaker. 


“LAND FOR THE UNEMPLOYED.” 

The Trade and Labor Assembly was asked 
last Sunday to favor the introduction of a bill 
in Congress making grants of arable unoc- 
cupied lands to the unemployed, these set- 
tlers to be supported out ofa Federal appro- 
priation of $50,000,000 until their land 
could support them without further help. 
Evidently the people who want to make this 
demand look upon the government as if they 
thought it was run by a Czar, like that of 
Russia, having practical ownership of the 
whole country, and therefore induty bound to 
maintain the millions who call him father.“ 
And they have omitted to take notice of the 
painful fact that the Government of the 
United States is just now confronted by acon- 
dition of low cash in the Treasury, and a def- 
icit in revenue, rendering it unable to help if 
it wished to do so. 

The absurdity of the proposition is self. 
evident. At another labor meeting held the 
same day it was stated that the number of 
unemployed is about 3,000,000, That, we 
suppose, would include women and children 
dependent on the men, which must mean that 
about 600,000 families would have to be 
provided for. Where is the land fit for culti- 
vation belonging to the government? All the 
good land is now owned and occupied by pri- 
vate citizens, who have a prior claim upon it. 
The government has no land left except in 
the arid régions where crops miss two years 
out of three, and where the wretched inhabit. 
ants live lives of poverty, hardship, and dis- 
appointment. 

Tens of thousands of landless people have 
been for years hunting over the country west 
of the Mississippi in search of that kind of 
land, and have picked up about all of it they 
could find. Nearly the last available piece 
remaining is the CherokeeStrip, which is to be 
opened up in a few days, and the money paid 
for lands there turned over to the Indians. 
There is no body of land available for the pur- 
pose named now belonging to the govern- 
ment, and if it could be provided the other 
portion of the scheme would be impracticable. 
Each of those 600,000 families would require 
the expenditure of about $1,000 to provide 
the material for farming, builda house and 
barn, stock with furniture and live animals 


family till the first crop was gathered, to say 
nothing of the probability that many of the 
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| United States has no money except what it 


raises from the people by taxation or the sale 


ot bonds, and it is fair to presume the great 


majority of the taxpayers would object most 
decidedly to being taxed for such a purpose, 


or 25 or 30 millions a year for interest on the 


bonds. Some supporters of the resolution 
may entertain the idea that the money could 
be raised by the simple process of issuing 
600 million dollars in fiat shinplasters, but 
that is a gross delusion, The notes might be 
issued from the printing presses at Washington, 
but that fact would not make them pass as 
money at par unless they were redeemable in 
gold on demand, and long ere the first 600,- 
000 families had been provided for their value 
would ha ve sunk to a half or a quarter of their 
face value, damaging the whole country, 60 
that the scheme could not be earried out with 
irredeemable greenbacks, and the folks who 
had waited for assistance, many of them neg- 
lecting offered work in the meantime, would 
be thrown upon cold charity and find them- 
selves worse off than at first. 

Besides this there remains the grave fact 
that very few of the unemployed men would 
want to go upon the wild land, even on those 
terms. They would demand support where 
they are, or if they did go it would be only to 
occupy the wild land till they saw a chance of 
selling out and vacating with money thus ob- 
tained. Nearly all of them much prefer to 
live in American cities, enjoying life there 
and agitating for subsistence, with the reds”’ 
for leaders. They have no love for the seclu- 
| sion of a farm life, and so little knowledge of 
farming in the Western wilds that the number 
of failures under such conditions would be 
far greater than the number of successes, 

So the resolution to have 50 million dollars 
appropriated for the purpose of placing the 
unemployed on farms is utterly inadequate. 
The amount named is less than one-twelfth of 
what would be required if the land were to be 
had for nothing. But it could not be got ex- 
cept by buying out farmers now in peaceable 
possession of the property wanted for these 
landless persons. And that would cost the 
government more than $1,000 for land for 
each indigent family, making 600 millions 
more, which must be added to the subsistence 
600 millions, and it would have to be pro- 
vided for by issuing bonds. To dispose of 
1,200 millions of bondsat par they would 
have to run 20 to 60 years at perhaps 5 per 
cent, thus costing sixty millions a year for in- 
terest alone to be added to national taxation. 
The whole scheme is a delusion. 


NO MORE LIGHTWEIGHT DOLLARS. 

One of the numerous propositions reported 
from Washington “ for relieving the financial 
stringency ”’ is to issue currency against the 
seigniorage or profit upon the coinage of the 
silver bullion now in theTreasury. When the 
government issues a certificate it is for the 
gold value of the silver bullion bought, and 
the weight of silver for each dollar of cer- 
tificates issued has been not far from 600 
grains for the last two or three years. But 
when the government coins the silver it puts 
only 371% grains purchased into its dol- 
lar and pockets the rest of the 600 grains— 
which is its rake-off in this dishonest 
transaction. There are now about 130 mill- 
ion ounces of bullion shoved off that have 
been purchased under the act of July 14, 
1890, which have been raked off,“ and it 
is held that the seigniorage of about 50 mill- 
ions properly could be added to the circula- 
tion. The proposition is still further to in- 
crease the amount ef paper issued on the 
basis of the 58-cent silver dollar, for it 
amounts to that, and would make no pro- 
vision whatever for its redemption in full 
worth dollars, The proposal shows the blind, 
goose-like brain that made it, and should be 
allowed to go into oblivion as soon as 
possible, in spite of the hint thrown out that 
itis made by some one connected with the 
Treasury. A letter from Secretary Carlisle 
states that to recoin ata ratio of 20 to 1 the 
419,332,450 silver dollars coined since 1878 
would require the addition of 81.376,700 
ounces of silver. From this it is easy to 
compute that to recoin them at the rate of 24 
to 1 would take some 163 million ounces, 
while to recoin at the rate of 273¢ to 1, which 
is about the present commercial ratio, would 
take 234 million ounces, If the Treasury 
notes issued against the silver bullion were 
retired, and many of them have been re- 
deemed in gold, the silver ought to be used 
for the purpose of making full-worth dollars, 
if coined at all. We have no right to take ad- 
vantage of a technical seigniorage or “ rake- 
off, which is in fact the difference between 
honest valuation and the valuation which the 
extreme silver monometallists want to have 
put on the metal for all time to come, But 
there is no present necessity to arrange for 
the coinage of that bullion silver or the re- 
coinage of the silver dollars now in circula- 


gle one of the 58-cent dollars thrown. upon 
the public. The weight of the infliction of 
those now on hand is bad enough, being in 
inverse ratio to the light weight of the dollar 
itself, and the country wants no more of that 
sort of money.

Only in Colorado and Utah is there any rel- 
ative preponderance of silver production. It 
is far exceeded by gold in California and by 
copper antl gold in Montana. The silver ag- 
gregate is but 40 per cent of the total of the 
four metals for the whole United States and 
less than 50 per cent of the total for the silver 
States alone. But these four metals are far 
from being the only mineral productions of 
the silver States. The tables show that 
Colorado stood number 13 in the list of 28 
iron-producing States in 1889, having risen 
from the zero rank of. ten years previously. 
They show that the silver States produced half 
as much as the 12,104,272 tons of coal inined 
in Illinois, Colorado leading off with 20 per 
cent of the production of our State. They 
show that Colorado ranks fourth in the list 
of eleven petroleum producers, that natural 
gas has been found in commercial quantities 
in California and Utah, and that the silver 
States contribute 9 per cent of the stone pro- 
duction. The following table exhibits the 
grand total of value of mineral production 
for 1889 as given by the census tables, with 
the separate totals for the more important

The silver product is only 844 per cent of 
thé total mineral production of the United 
States. It is little more than 1 per.cent of the 
product of all the industrial industries of the 


United States, in this respect comparing rather 


closely with the percentage of population. 
And, as we have seen, it is very far from con- 
stituting the sole support of the people of the 
mining States themselves. Yet that small 
proportion of the whole assumes to dictate to 
all the rest, and in the most offensive manner 
possible, asserving its right to force a policy 
that would dishonor the Nation in the eyes of 
the world and reduce it to commercial ruin 
athome. And if this demand be not granted 
what will they do? Leading men among them 
have threatened blood up to the bridles and 
repudiation of all indebtedness, while the 
numerical majority of that handful of people 
are claimed to be in favor of asserting com- 
mercial independence by opening up to them- 
selves independent communication with the 
Old World, which is dead set against their sil- 
ver heresy, and will have none of it.“ In 
effect the silver kings want to be con- 
stituted an aristocracy to lord it over the 
United States more powerfully and disastrous- 
ly than is possible in any country in Europe. Is 
it not time to call a halt? 


THE LOCK-UP OF MONEY. 

Treasury officials are reported to have es- 
timated that since the close of last April 500 
million dollars have been put into stockings 
or the safety deposit vaults, being really re- 
tired from circulation as effectively as if it 
had gone out of existence. From the time 
named to the middie of August the decrease 
in deposits in national banks was 275 mill- 
ions, besides what has been withdrawn from 
the savings banks. The estimate is probably 
within the truth. In effect the shrinkage of 
the circulation must have been much more 
than this, If one-third has been taken out 
for hiding away at home orin safety deposit 
vaults, not far from another third has been 
retired by the banks themselves in readiness 
to meet a rush of depositors who it was feared 
would demand their money. To “ protect 
themselves from a threatened run the 
banks called in their loans and did not put 
the money out again. So it may be estimated 
that not less than 60 per cent, or, say, a round 
billion of dollars, has been retired from active 
circulation during the scare of the last three 
or four months, And this fact explains the 
terrible scarcity of cash and credit experienced 
in face of the fact that there was nominally a 
substantial increase in the volume of the cur- 
rency in that time. It started with an ex- 
portation of nearly a hundred millions of 
gold to Europe, that being followed by a lock- 
ing-up of two hundred millions more gold by 
distrustful individuals, and then of every kind 
of currency that could be got hold of under 
fears for the safety of funds in care of the 
banks, State, national, and savings. The lat- 
ter part of the scare was a Wholly unreasoning 
one, but none the less a fact and a stubbornly 
sorrowful one. 

As the distress due to this act on the part 
of individuals and banking corporations had 
its inciting cause in lack of confidence, first, 
in the ability of the government to redeem its 
currency in 100-cent dollars,.and, second, 
in the ability of banks to pay depositors in 
full, it is the duty of the government to re- 
move the first and great cause, whereupon the 
effect will disappear. If Congress wishes 
that the trouble shall be removed it will take 
three steps necessary thereto. First, it will 
repeal the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act, the result of which will be a ceasing to 
further inflate the currency with paper issued 
against silver and to be immediately re- 
deemed with gold. The government can then 
take care of the silver dollars and silver cer- 
tificates now out and have no difficulty in 
sustaining them at par. Second, Congress 
should authorize the national banks to issue 
notes up to the full face value of the bonds de- 
posited by them to secure redemption, 
which almost immediately would add 
some 20 millions to the volume of good cur- 
rency in circulation. And third, it should 
authorize the purchase of gold with gold 
bonds up to the limit of providing a 30 per 
cent redemption reserve, which would be suf- 
ficient guarantee to convince the most fearful 
that there need be no doubt asto the inten- 
tion as well as the ability of the government 
to honor all its obligations, and to do so in 
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from cireulation would come out again to the 
channels of trade, thousands of business en- 
terprises now languishing for lack of capital 
would be able to start up again in the full 
tide of activity, and the many workers now 
unemployed would once more have an oppor- 
tunity to go to work at fair wages.

BE BRIEF AND TO THE POINT.

The President called Congress together to 
repeal the silver-purchase clauses of the Sher- 
man law and take such other legislative ac- 
tion as will satisfy the world that the govern- 
merft will redeem its obligations in honest 
money. The House has before it a bill for 
that repeal and also some amendments for 
free coinage at various ratios and a bill to en- 
large bank issues. Therefore, correspondents 
should not wander away too far from those 
points which are actually before Congress. 
They can ask questions if they choose about 
bimetallism. They can make inquiries about 
ratios. They can consider the effect of a 
single gold or single silver standard. They 
can in brief write with propriety about any- 
thing which is germane to the present discus- 
sion. 

But Tun Tarsuwz doss not care to print or 
to give its opinion about plans which, 
whether meritorious or not, will not be con- 
sidered by Congress and therefore are not 
practical, Without taking time to argue the 
advisability or inadvisability of demonetizing 
both gold and silver, as one person suggests, 
it is enough to say that Congress will not 
listen to such a proposition. Itis a waste of 
valuable space for a paper which wishes to 
deal with the practical to print such schemes. 

Nor does Tun Trrsunz wish to engage in 
long discussions with argumentative indi- 
viduals whose minds are impervious to fact 
or argument, and who write only to see them- 
selves in print or to exploit some crazy fad in 
finance. Many such communications and 
others which were not objectionable for that 
reason but which were too long or had noth- 
ing todo with the questions really at issue 
have not been inserted or preserved, 

This paper is glad to give such information 
as it possesses to all who are in search of the 
practical, useful, and sensible. It has no ob- 
jection to print and answer a Boncise state- 
ment of views which differ from its own on 
relevant points. But it cannot spare whole 
pages for the advocacy of fiat currency schemes. 
The cause of honest money cannot be ad- 
vanced in that way. It may be well to observe 
that the general questions at issue have been 
pretty well thrashed out already, and the gen- 
eral reader will soon become weary and ask 
for a rest.

SILVER AND HOME RULE QUESTIONS. 


Matters of Prime Importance Spoken Of in 
the House of Commons, 

Loypon, Aug. 21.—In the House of Com- 
mons today Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, said the govern- 
ment had found -nothing in the course of 
events in India that would induce it to inter- 
fere with the single monetary standard. 

Mr. Gladstone moved the adoption of the 
resolution, notice of which was given Friday 
last, to apply closure to the report stage of 
the home rule bill Friday next. 

Joseph Chamberlain then submitted his 
amendment declaring that the government’s 
proposal was calculated to degrade the House 
into a voti machine. Mr. Cham- 
berlain said

necessity for rushing the bill through was 
that the government did not dare to stand on 
one measure, the oniy chance of the adoption 
of which, if any such chance had ever existed, 


ad been destroyed by the government’s al- 


teration of the ninth clause of the financial 
arrangements. If the government went to 
the country tomorrow, Mr. Chamberlain add- 
ed, it would meet with crushing defeat, Know- 
ing this from its own agents, it wanted the 
bill hustled out of the way in order to enable 
it to patch up its reputation with other meas- 


ures, 

Sir William Harcourt replied to Mr. Cham- 
berlain for the government. The country 
must form their own opinions on this point. 
The government had allowed eighty days for 
the discussion of the home rule bill—twice the 
time ever before given up by Parliament for 
as one measure. 

e House was then divided on Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s amendment. It was rejected by a 
vote of 200 to 162. Mr. Gladstone’s resolu- 
tion to closure the home rule debate Friday 
was adopted without revision.

STATEMENT SHOWING ASSETS LARGE- 
LY IN EXOESS OF LIABILITIES. 


Securities Claimed to Be Rated at a Heavy 
Decrease on Account of Difficulty in 
Negotiating Them=The Supposedly In- 
solvent Banker Has a Pian to. Resume 
Business Which He Explains to the 
Court-Walker Company Again in Court 
on Citation of Eastern Creditors. 


Lazarus Silverman, the. insolvent banker, 
yesterday madea statement in the County 
Court which shows his assets to be nearly 
$900,000 in excess of his liabilities. The re- 
port was made by Mr. Silverman after an ex- 
haustive investigation of his affairs and he 
considered the figures a very conservative es- 
timate in view of the depression of trade and 
the depreciation in the values of stocks, 
bonds, and real estate. The examination of 
the banker was resumed before Judge Scales 
at 10 o’clock yesterday morning. Attorney 
Levy Mayer interrogated the debtor and.

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OONTRAGTORS CHARGED WITH HAY- 
ING DEFRAUDED THE CITY. 


Superintendent McCarthy Makes His Final 
Report of the Expert Examination— 
Material and Workmanship Not Up to 
Specifications=Suits Will Be Filed to 
Recover=Building Commissioner Re- 
ports Many Lodging-Houses and Small 
Hotels Without Fire Escapes. 

Supt. McCarthy of the „Street Depart- 
ment made his final report of the expert 
examination of street iniprovements during 
the last two years Saturday afternoon. 
It showed that the city had been cheated, on 
account of poor workmanship and a lack of 
material called for in specifications, of over 
$300,000. C. B. Parsons, one of the con- 
tractors interested on many streets which the 
inspectors failed to pass, called upon Supt. 
McCarthy and asked him to appoint a man, 
who shall act with one to be appointed by 
himself, on a board of arbitration to 
decide just what work must be done 
over and what amount of money should 
be forfeited on his contracts. He agrees to 
abide by the decision of the board. The Super- 
intendent of Streets agreed to appoint an ar- 
bitrator. Patrick Farrell, another contractor 
whose name figures prominently on the re- 
port, has agreed to make good all of the work 
which is designated as not up to specifica- 
tions. The J. J. Palmer company, which has 
three streets on which the loss is estimated at 
more than $6,000, intends fighting the city. 
The Corporation Counsel is all ready to begin 
suits against the company for the recovery of 
damages, as. set forth in Supt. McCarthy’s re- 
port. All its pending contracts have been 
revoked, and its bondsmen have been called 
upon to complete work under it. Supt. Me- 
Carthy says it will not be allowed to bid on 
work in the future. a 

Corporation Counsel Kraus has already pre- 
pared suits against some of the contractors. 
He has not filed them, as Supt. McCarthy 
asked that he be allowed to see what he could 
do without resorting to legal measures. They 
will be filed when the Superintendent asks it. 
All the streets over which suits may be 
brought were accepted by the last city admin- 
istration and certificates acknowledging this 
acceptance were issued. These certificates 
will, of course, be cited as prima facie evi- 
dence that the work is all right. The city will, 
however, set up the contracts and cluim that 
work under them was not what was called for. 


LODGING HOUSES AS FIRE-TRAPS. 


Violations of the Ordinances Reported by 
Building Commissioner Toolen. 

Building Commissioner Toolen's men have 
practically completed the investigation of 
lodging houses in the down-town district, and 
this morning the inspectors will serve per- 
sonal notices upon the proprietors of many ot 
them, ordering them to make changes which 
may be considered necessary. If the owners 
do not comply the Law Department will be 
asked to take charge of the cases. The fol- 
lowing are a few of the worst of the reports 


turned in by the inspectors: 

No. 48 West Randolph street, four stories, 
stairway to street thirty inches wide, wood parti- 
tions, top floor unfurnished, Lo fire escape.

No. 63 West Lake street, four 
stories, thirty-six rooms, one fire escape, two 
three-foot stairways, lamps used, skylight not 
protected, no shutters 

National Hotel, No. 128 Lake street, four 
stories, one fire escape, eighty-four rooms, kero- 
sene lamps used, three-foot stairway. 

Ronnor Hotel, No. 67 Randolph street, forty 
rooms, wood partitions, exit to fire escape ob- 
struc 

Blome Hotel, No. 80 Randolph street, four 
stories, seventy-two rooms, one fire escape, en- 
trance to which is obstructed; five-foot stairway.

DRAINAGE CONTRACTS, ARE BEHIND. 


Large Force of Men Required to Com- 
plete Them on Time, 

The Engineering and Finance committee of 
the Drainage Board met yesterday in the 
Rialto Building and took up the subject of de- 
linguent contractors. The committee con- 
cluded to adopt a vigorous policy in handling 
contractors. Instructions were issued to En- 
gineer Randolph to notify the delinquents to 
bring up their contracts to full contract rates 
immedialy. 

If proper progress is not made within a rea- 
sonable time the contracts will be read ver- 
tised or assigned to new parties. Sections 5 
to 9, which are in the hands of 
Agnew & Co., came in for special 
censure, as the engineer reported 
the 8 of their work to be but one-third 
of the rate specified. The engineer reported 
that much discontent was caused among the 
workmen along the ditch by the failure of of the 
contractors to make prompt payment of 
wages. It is pro to recommend that 
the board take measures to guarantee the 
laborers their money. Agnew’s bondsmen 
will be called before the committee with a 
view to reaching an immediate conclusion as 
to what should be done to insure the progress 
of the work required. The number 
of extra men required to properly 
carry on the work is as 1 — The section 
from Summit to Willow Springs, now em-
